Hanson Brook Lake 


The sketch on the cover is a scale model of the proposed 
Hanson Brook Lake. The cost to the Town of Mapleton will be 
$19,763. We plan to finance our share by borrowing from the 
Farmers Home Administration. The F.H.A. interest rate is 
3.137%. 


The Town of Mapleton will own approximately 1450 feet 
of excellent shore frontage on the old George Ritchie farm. 
The land is well drained and in pasture. The Hanson Brook 
Lake, according to Fishery Biologists, has the potential of 
being one of Aroostook’s most productive trout fisheries. The 
lake will be stocked with trout. The lake will offer opportuni- 
ties for water skiing, boating, and sea plane docking. 


The Hanson Brook Lake will have nearly three miles of 
shore line. A study of the area indicates an opportunity for 
the development of over 50 camp or cottage sites. These lots 
would be developed by private land owners. 


Construction of this lake will begin this spring.

We plan to continue using the Town Road Improvement 
fund on the Creasey Ridge Road, beginning where we 
left off last year. 


Town streets will be re-surfaced and sealed with tar 
where needed and the new piece of Town Road Improve- 
ment will be tarred. 


The addition to the Fire Station wiil be finished. 
Construction on the Hanson Brook dam will start in the 
Spring. 


The comprehensive plan for the Town of Mapleton will 
be presented to the voters. This includes zoning for the 
town. 


We have submitted to the 102nd Legislature for enact- 
ment, an Act to Incorporate Mapleton Water District and 
an Act to Create the Mapleton Sewer District. 
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Letter of Transmittal 


It is with pleasure that I submit to the Citizens of Maple- 
ton my seventh report as Town Manager. 


Tax collections have been very good this year. At the 
time this report was sent to the printer, we had _ collected 
91.6% of the 1964 taxes. Many have been able to pay up their 
back taxes as well as the current year. Tax Liens will be put 
on all unpaid 1964 real estate during April so I urge you to 
make an effort to pay your tax before then to save yourself 
the lien expense. 


We have had ten more of the Lumen Mercury street 
lights installed on Main Street and some on the other streets. 
The difference in the lighting is remarkable and I would 
suggest that each year we replace at least some of the old 
type lighting fixtures with the new ones. 


The James W. Sewall Co. has completed the comprehen- 
sive plan of our town and are compiling the information into 
booklet form. This information will be made available to you 
as soon as possible. I urge you to study this information and 
feel free to make any suggestions. You are going to be asked 
to adopt many new ordinances and before you can do this in- 
telligently you must understand the program. 


The dam on the Hanson Brook is due for construction 
this spring. At the present time we are acquiring easements 
from the land owners and the Soil Conservation Service will 
be putting the contract for this project out for bid as soon as 
all land titles are cleared. 


The Highway Department has operated very efficiently 
this past year as always. We feel that the extra work done on 
the Carvell Road this past summer has definitely helped the 
water hazard which we have had to contend with every win- 
ter. The men have kept the equipment in excellent condition 
but keep in mind that we will probably need to replace our 
grader before too long. We purchased a tail gate sander this 
year and this has been mounted on the International. It is a 
very economical piece of equipment. 


10 ANNUAL REPORT . 


We have participated in the Surplus Foods program this 
past year and together with Castle Hill distributed the follow- 
ing quantities of food: 1120 lbs. butter, 4158 lbs. dry milk, 
1632 lbs. lard, 1850 lbs. cornmeal, 4500 Ibs. flour, 1776 Ibs. 
rice, 1512 lbs. beans, 1200 Ibs. cheese, 552 lbs. peanut butter, 
1152 lbs. rolled wheat, 1440 cans meat.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


Under the direction of the Division of Public Health Nurs- 
ing, Department of Health and Welfare, a public nursing 
program was carried out in Mapleton during the year 1964. 

Many visits were made to, or in behalf of, children and 
adults for the purpose of giving health supervision and guid- 
ance. 


Three immunization clinics for preschool children were 
held with a total attendance of 71 children. The number of 
children completing their immunizations is given below:

Efforts should be made in 1965 to encourage better at- 
tendance of infant and preschool children at the immuniza- 
tion clinics. There is concern, both nationwide and locally, 
over the number of infants and preschool children not receiv- 
ing proper immunization. Protection against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus, smallpox, and polio should begin in 
infancy.

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Report of Mouth Health Project 
July, 1964 


To the town of Mapleton: 

For the 13th year, through your efforts, the children of 
Mapleton have participated in a mouth health education and 
dental decay prevention project requiring the services of a 
Registered Dental Hygienist for 10 days. 

As usual, sodium fluoride applications were offered to 
pre-school children between the ages of 314 and 414 years at 
the time of the project and to those children who were to be 
in the second and fifth grades in September, 1964. Each child 
had his or her teeth cleaned, received 4 applications of sodium 
fluoride solution, a mouth examination with a report for his 
or her parents, plus individualized instruction in good mouth 
health care. 


A total of 65 children were seen. Their mouth examina- 
tions revealed the following facts: 


1. 12 children (18 per cent, mostly preschoolers) had 
healthy mouths, meaning their teeth showed no signs 
of active decay. 


2. 31 children (48 per cent) had really clean mouths, 
that is, their teeth were free of stains and food debris. 

3. 17 children (26 per cent) told the dental hygienist 
they brushed their teeth routinely twice every day. 

4. 22 children (34 per cent) said they saw their family: 
dentist at least every six months. 

dD. 26 per cent of the first teeth examined showed signs 
of active decay. 

6. 22 per cent of the permanent teeth examined dis- 
played evidence of active decay. 

7. 29 per cent of the decay that had occurred in first 
teeth had been corrected. 

8. 18 per cent of the decay that had taken place in per- 
manent teeth had been corrected by fillings. 


From the above it would seem that most of these child- 
ren are doing quite well with the home care of their mouths. 
However, many aze in need of corrective dental care in spite 
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of the fact a fair percentage said they saw their family dentist 
rather frequently. Undoubtedly many of the parents attend- 
ed to this needed care since this project brought it to their 
attention. 

It is regrettable that the eighth grade pupils were omitted 
and hoped that some arrangement can be made for their in- 
clusion in future years. The majority of eighth graders are 
about to enter a period of life when dental decay seems to be- 
come most active. For this reason every possible way to pre- 
vent decay is important to them and they are receiving some 
prevention from the fluoridated water they drink while in 
Presque Isle 

As always it was a pleasure to work with the Mapleton 
people and their children.

If any resident owner after such notice, or any non-resident 
owner after being personally requested thereto by the asses- 
sors does not bring in such list, he is thereby barred of his 
right for any abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list 
with his application and satisfies them that he was unable to 
offer it at the appointed time. The request upon non-resident 
owners may be proved by a notice sent by mail direct to the 
last known address of the taxpayer or given by any other 
method that brings notice home to the taxpayer.”’

erated or maintained, without first obtaining a nontransfer- 
able permit to do so from the municipal officers of the munici- 
pality wherein said yard is to be established, operated or 
maintained, which permit shall be valid only until the first 
day of the year following. (R.S. c.100, sec. 137, 1963}. 


The Selectmen advise you that you are liable for  per- 
sonal property tax on junked automobiles. If you are unable 
to remove these from your property, we would suggest that 
you contact a junk dealer and make arrangements for him to 
haul them away.
